2. The primary purpose of the Conference i® to analyst® how the 
Agency is organised and equipped to obtain information on Communist 
aggression directed through Cuba against the integrity of the Western Hemis- 
phere. It should be our objective to obtain specific, documented evidence 
of Communist aggression that can be the basis for GAS or UN action. The 
Conference should devote attention to how we can improve our capability 
to obtain hard intelligence on the inter-relationship of the Communist parties 
in Gatin America and the direct links with Moscow through Havana. An 
example of the type of action which we wish to identify and pin squarely on 
the Communists through concrete, hard evidence is the direction itom 
Havana to the Venezuelan Communists to sabotage the oil pipe lines. The 
supplying of arms to Gatin American Communist# is also considered to be 
an indication of provocation and aggression. Training operations by the 
Cubans or Russians of Gatin American Communists is also important. The 
distribution of manuals and bulletins is not considered aa provocative as 
direct orders for action, particularly sabotage and subversion.
